For example, there Is the bureau of labor 
statistics (Igure showing that the American 
factory worker's average wage In May was 
at a new high ot $1.07 an hour, or t*2.67 a 
week. Then there wna the New York stock ex- 
channe announcement that earnings ol 475 
lending American componlea averaged 37.5 
per cent less In the first quarter ot this year 
than In the same period oI 1045. What's more. 

110 of those companies had lo.wos after taxea. 
We can Just ice some heads wagRlnn over 

those amounts and percentages. For It might 
leem to those heads that labor was killing 

111 source of golden eggs, getting richer and 
richer at the expense ot indu.itry, which pro- 
vides Jobs, creates more Jobs and, through 
research, expansion and higher efficiency, 
raises the standard ot living and guarantees 
national prosperity. 

Or It could mean to those wagging heads 
that a radical Rovernment was trying to regi- 
ment production, force buslnessea to the wall 
and bring about nationalization of basic In- 
duitrlei. Or It might even mean that a con- 
servative government was trying to make la- 
bor fat and contented on high wages, and 
thus force labor's thinking and voting to- 
ward the right. 

Statistics that permit such not-too-tar- 
Jitched concluslona obviously don't tell very 
much. The BLS rigures on earnings neglected 
to express them In terms of IB46 buying pow- 
er. Peter Edson, In a recent Washington col- 
umn, terreted out some other BLS figures to 
ahow that In 1930, when the average weekly 
lactory wage was $35.29, >23.as wouid buy the 
ume amount of goodi and services that 
543.67 would in May, 1948. In other words, 
' a week In 1S30 was Just as good as the 

record 1946 earnings of $43.07. 

The stock exchange figures also tall to tell 
a good many things. Tor Instance, how typic- 
al were the first-quarter earnings of these 
47S companies in 1945. a wartime year of 
cost-plus-flxed-fce contracts when the great 
concern was winning the war rather than 
spending money carefully? What was the re- 
lation of these companies' first-quarter earn- 
ings In 1940 to their average for the same 
quarter In. say, 1935-40? 
"What'wos the reason for loss after taxes 
ol the 110 companies? Strikes, reconversion. 
Increased labor co-it."!, OPA regulations, or 
other factors? It would be Interesting to know 
—necessary, too unless one wanted to risk a 
complex diagnosis on the basis of one symp- 
tom. 

It may seem that some ot the various sta- 
tistics hurled at us today are deliberately 
calculated to mislead. But it may be suspect- 
ed that their Incomplete Information often 
arises from the more Innocent habit ot think- 
ing of the dollar as an entity of unchanging 
value, rather than in terms of what it will 
buy or In Its relation to other dollars of other 
days. 

Maybe that is short-sighted thinking. But 
right now there Is cause tor cheer In that 
habit of thinking, too. Tor as long as the dol- 
lar remains In our minds as a concrete thing 
of value In Itselt, to be reckoned with and 
. sought after, we are on pretty solid ground— 
and a long way from ruinous Inflation. 



VISAS GO A-BEGGING 

In this day of general scarcity, there is one 
American commodity whose supply exceeds 
the demand. And that, oddly enough, is the 
American visa in the hands of our diplomatic 
representative's In Britain and Europe. 

There Just Isn't the expected rush ol immi- 
grants, Newspaper stories are credited with 
stemming the tide, British and continental 
papers are playing up our strikes, housing 
shortages, unemployment, high prices and 
threat of Inflation. America, at least tem- 
porarily, has ceased to be the land of promise. 

One would think that even these drawbacks 
would be preferable to the misery which Is' 
reported from many parts ot Europe. But a 
trip to America requires capital, and an up- 
rooting. Even with money, the love ol home 
ll a stronK tie, though home may be a place 
of cold and hunger and discomfort. 

And perhaps It la Just as well. America, 
even In happier times, has been a sad disap- 
pointment to many deluded immigrants. And 
certainly we can offer a minimum ot luxury 
ud golden opportunity now.
